Host of 
the factories in the city have started 
up today. 
Several large

ments have not fully opened, owing 
to the formality of registering 
the

oi! employes. 
A London 


dispatch says Ambassador 
Hardiuge 


at St. Petersburg has been instruct- 
ed to make an .urgent protest to the 
Russian government against the in- 
dignity offered in,, an attack on Brit- 
ish Consul General Murry and Pro- 
Consul Muchukain by the Cossacks 
at Warsaw. 


Throwing Bombs 


A dynamite bomb was thrown at 


the residence of the governor 
at St. 


'Petersburg today. 
Kis house was 


partially demolished. 
The governor 


was absent at the t.ime. 
A minor 


state of siege was today declared at 
Warsaw, where the situation became 
most serious yesterday. Most of the 
shops at Warsaw arc closed 
today. 


The strikers remain 'quiet, but the au- 
thorities are fearful the 
socialistic 


agitation will incite further 
disord- 


ers. 


Mob Violent 


It is reported a mob burst open 


the prisons at Simphtrophol, Crimea, 
ant,! at Reval. setting all the political 
prisoners free'. 


Warsaw, Jan, CO.—The

The only conveyancer, moving in

Hundreds of shops were pillaged 


ami wrecked, and many destroyed by 
fire. 


All the factories, shops, schools ami 


'theaters are closed. The street rail- 
way linos have' suspended. The elec- 
tric light an-d gas plants are idle, and 
the street lamps extinguished. 


Attack on British Consuls. 


One of the Incidents of the riot was 


the attack by Russian hussars on 
British Consul General Murray ar-d 
the British vice consul, Mr. Mucukain, 


Mr. Murray was passing through 


Wit-oxbow street in the center of the 
city on consular business at G o'clock 
Saturday evening,, when four hussars 
galloped down the street, which was 
Perfectly quiet, there being few peo- 
ple about. Three soldiers passed Mr. 
Murray, 
but 
the 
fourth 
charged 


straight at him. No other person was 
then within thirty yards. As the hus- 
sar came clt>::c his horse slipped, ami 
before ho could rise Mr. Murray es- 
caped. 


Mr. Mucnkain was less fortunate. 


He was passing through Marshal Ros- 
l;i street from> the Spanish consulate 
when he was'ridden down by a group 
of hussars. Two of them deliberately 
rushed at him with uplifted swords 
and inflicted two severe cuts across 
his face. 
His lower lip was terribly 


mangled. 


The attack was so sudden and unex- 


pected that Mr. M'.ictsltair. was unable 
oven to raise his arm to protect his 
face. 
Dripping with blood, he was 


conveyed to a hospital, where ho is 
doing as well as could- be expected. 
The only explanation,'!* that appar- 
ently one company of hussars got. out 
of hand. 
Their Commanding officer 


was drunk and Bi'c men ran amuck. 
The consul genera! immediately tele- 
graphed the nc-v.-s to St. Petersburg. 


Strike Involves 1CCKCCO Men. 


The strike, which involves 100.000 


men. began to tnke on a serious aspect 
on Saturday, when trolley cars wore 
derailed and windows smashed.

During Saturday Cossacks and infan- 
try were posted en all streets in great- 
numbers. All of them were equipped 
as though going on a campaign. They 
were even supplied with .rations, so 
that they would not have to leave 
their posts.

The Hagaz'm 
Berlinsky, a great 


clothing store, was sacked. Trie jew- 
el shops in the Marshal Kovski were 
raided and their contents scrambled 
for by the' mob. 
The front of the 


American shce store was torn out and 
tte stock looted. 


All these outrages occurred in a 


few minutes during the absence of 
patrolling troops. 
While the looting 


of the American shoe store was going 
on (he soldiers arrived ar.d an officer 
shouted to the people to disperse. No 
attention was paid to the order, and 
the troops • thereupon fired a volley. 
Many fell, but the number of casual- 
ties is unknown. 


Many shopkeepers put chalk crosses 


or. their doors or lighted icons in their 
windows, and thus secured their safe- 
ty. ' The rioters paused before the sa- 
cred emblems. 


Many shops are in ruins. Anybody 


standing still immediately is ordered 
to move on by the soldiers. 
The 


j slightest resistance leads to clubbing 
and shooting.

"It is now a rt'cmonslrated fact," said 


Mr. Howe, "that most of tne r.cut ant! 
light- and other t-oiar manifestations 
are the direct result of solar vibra- 
tions, of which at present we know 
very little. 
However, we know this 


much: Wireless, telegraphy is an es- 
tablished- fact. It is demonstrated that 
vibrations Of the ether started by a 
little machine no larger than a man's 
hand can be felt by-'a receiving ma- 
chine over a distance of .thousands of 
miles. 
Now, ir a little machine cnn 


..record these vibrations, ii is evident 
that the power of vibration is very 
large. How large, of course, we are 
unable even to-comprehend or begin 
to imagine, but it seems reasonable to 
suppose that with a generator the size 
of the sun sending off vibrations of 
such power as to produce the light for 
this world and the heat also, those 
vibrations can be turned directly into 


j power without passing through a sec- 


i ondflry medium.

ergy from coal.

RUSSIANS LOST 


VERY HEAVILY 


Washington, Jan. :>0.—The interstate 


commerce committee will report to tiu 
house this session a bill granting <. 
franchise for the building of a dam 
across the Mississippi between Keo- 
kuk, Iowa, and Hamilton,- III. 
If the 


project for which this da:n will form 
the basis is- carried out. it will result 
in the construction of the largest pow- 
er plant in the world. 


The largest plant at Niagara will 


develop 50,000 horse power. The plant 
at Keokuk is planned to develop not 
less than 80,000 horse power, which will 
be available for the surrounding towns 
for a radius of sixty n-.iles.^ It will call 
for an investment of not less than $6,- 
000,000 and will be. built entirely with- 
out cost Lo the government. The dam 
and lock will cost $3.00(1,000 ar.d the 
installation of 'turbines, dynamos and 
converters 
will, call for an amount 


equal to that. 
The federal govern- 


ment is to have complete control of 
the dam. In fact, the promoters of the 
enterprise offer to make this improve- 
ment and donate it to the government 
for the privilege of perpetual use of 
this water power developed. 


Say Capital is Ready. 


Loading men of Kcokuk and Ham 


ilton urge the pasture of the bill on the 
ground'of general p ubiic policy.

things purely legislative. 
The first 


wt:ek o£ the session was monopolized 
with the excitement incident 
upon 


the struggle over organization and 
the reception of the executive mes- 
sage-. 
Both houses are completely 


organized and adjusted for the turn- 
ing out, of new laws, and the mes- 
sage of the governor has been more 
or less digested and referred to .the 
various appropriate 
committees 
for 


further consideration. 
The 
second 


week was spoiled, so far as legisla- 
tion' was concerned, by the election 
of United- States senator. 
The -inter- 


ference of legislative business by the 
senatorial 
election, was 
particularly 


large this session .because of the puz- 
zling nature of the situation, the sud- 
den development of the. movement for 
Governor La Follcttc and 
the 
won- _ 


der o f . tho members- as to whether j 
or not he-would accept. 
Of course.;' 


there are members who assert that 
the movement for the governor was 
not sudden, that it was iong in the 
process of incubation and that all 
the suddenness of ii was the imme- 
diate swinging of tho bulk of the 
Esch, Webb and Cooper votes to the 
executive.

At a given signal the twelve, who

From May until November Mary 


Thompson scoured the plains and dodg- 
ed among the hills, with her life and 
liberty in peril every hour of the twen- 
ty-four. The village in which her broth- 
er was held captive moved many times, 
but she always located it anew aud 
watched for her opportunity. 


It came one night with the setting in 


of winter. In the midst of a rngiug 
blizzard and after she had been hiding 
In the hills for three days, she entered 
the village and crept .from lodge to 
lodge and finally fonud her brother 
fast asleep between two Indian boys. 
It took her an hour to do it, but she 
mnnagotl to wake him up and get him 
out of the lodge without disturbing the 
others. Her horse had to carry double, 
aud they were sixty miles from the 
nearest fort. So severe was the storm, 
however, that after riding ten miles 
they went into hiding In a ravine'to 
wait for a change. 


It was thirty hours before the storm 


reused, and the Indians at once began 
to scout around lo pick up the trail. 
The snow lay two 'feet deep on the 
ground, and with the horse carrying 
double there seemed no show of es- 
cape. 
A start TV::-S mads as soou as 


the weather cleared, and tho pair had 
made a distance of live miles when 
they looked back to see {he Indians 
on their trail. 


The same blizzard had caught two 


companies of the Seventh cavalry out 
on a scout, and they had-been com- 
pelled to camp In one of the ravines 
and wait for the break. The pursuing 
Indians were within half a mile of 
the girl and her brother and would 
have overhauled them- In ten minutes 
more, when the cavalry suddenly ap- 
peared in view. 


There were thirty-two warriors ,ln 


the pursuing band, and" they were cut 
off before they saw the soldiers. When 
»liey saw that escape was hopeless 
Hiey dismounted, and took cover and 
put* up' a good fight, but only one of 
jhem lived to.get back to the village,-' 
while the cavalry had only two or 
three men wounded on .'their side. One 
of the Indians was killed 'by the girl 
herself before the soldiers got fairly.

Veteran Seed Man of Janesville Dis- 


cusses Lack of Good Seed 


for Lentils. 


"Three warehouse fires in Michigan 


and California are responsible for a 
scarcity in seed beans," said S. Shaw- 
van, 
the veteran seedman of Janes- 


ville, at the Republican house in Mil- 
waukee. "Last year's crop was none 
too large and the result' is that sales- 
men are having difficulty in getting 
enough seed beans to go ,the rounds 
of their customers. 
Seed peas are 


also scarce, owing to the great quan- 
tities which are used by the canning 
factories. It is.no unusual matter fo/ 
a salesman to dispose '. of $6,000-1') 
$10,000 worth of seed peas to a single 
factory. 
There are a number of can- 


ning factories throughout Wisconsin 
whu h. take as large a quantity as that 
mentioned. 
As the canning business 


is increasing rapidly -it has been a 
little.difficult for the seed houses to 
keep up with their heavy demands.. 


"In a general way there is 'a strong 


demand for all kinds of seeds this 
year and tlie business promises to 
foot up beyond the "average. 
The 


houses are better stocked in other 
lines than in peas and beans and no 
shortage is expected otherwise.

On account of the reply to an inquiry 


I have 
lad a large demand for information re- 
garding scalp diseases.

cays. This'is illustrated in the.Biblical 
parable of the fig tree, for it withered 
and died almost immediately after being 
told that it should bear no more fruit. 
Whenever we find the hair used, as na- 
ture evidently intended, it 
should b» 


used, for protection, it is nsually-abun- 
dant and rarely falls out. What, thon— 
shall we not wear hats? To discard '..licm 
would notonly be foolish, mil would sub- 
ject one to the ridicule of his follows. 
Civilised men must follow the fashion, 
and men are no more exempt from her 
inexorable demands than are women, 
and, in tlie matter of hais, he is even 
more of'a slave than she. 


Thtreforo,.as wo have, by adopting an 


artificial covering for the head, relieved 
the hair of the responsibility of protect- 
ing us from the Clements, and reduced 
its use to that ol' ornament only, it finds 
nothing 10 resist and grows weak from 
:ion-use, from confiuemem, from lack of 
proper care, and from having the blood 
feiipply cut off by the bard, stiff brim 
of a hat, cr, in the case of women, by be- 
ing drawn.into a tight coil over the head 
or being burned to death by hot irons, 
a horrible death. The seal]) becomes 
dry and hard, is not.llcxibie, and the 
skin oi' the head adheres to the hones ol' 
the skull, frequently causing head-aches 
and an irritable itching.

The bombardment on the 25th lasted 


seven hours, and the fire was returned 
at intervals by the guns of the fort. 
The Confederates fired GQO shots at the 
fleet and used some grape and canister 
on the troops.. Five guns on the works 
were disabled by,the naval fire on the 
2oth. Three had been disabled on the 
24th and one had burst..leaving thirty- 
four yet in position. The fort gave the 
parting shots as the vessels were'-.re- 
tirlng. In the two days' bombardment 
the Confederates lost six killed and fif- 
ty-five wounded. 


General Butler had learned from the 


prisoners takeivttiat there was a. large 
.land force of, Confederates, the divl- 
.sion of,General ilok'e from. Petersburg,

notified Admiral Porter that 'be. would 
sail- with his; transport, fleet Jo Hamp- 
ton Hoods.'
